Hunt For 
Bazooka 
Shooter 
NEW YORK (AP) — Police 
pushed a massive hunt among 
the city’s many Cuban exile 
groups today in hopes of turn» 
ing up the persons responsible 
for firing a bazooka shell at the 
United Nations Building. 
The shot fell short of its mark 
and exploded harmlessly in the 
East River Friday. 
The FBI assigned a sizable 
force to the case. The Central 
Intelligence Agency and the in­ 
telligence 
services 
of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force also 
reportedly were in on the hunt. 
Police Commissioner Michael 
J. Murphy assured Mayor Rob 
ert F. Wagner of an “ intense 
police department investigation 
to seek out and apprehend the 
perpetrators.” the mayor re* 
layed the promise to Adlai Ste­ 
venson, US. ambassador at the 
UJN. 
The bazooka firing, which 
may have been the work of 
anti-Castroites, came as a Cu­ 
ban minister was addressing 
delegates inside the U.N. Build­ 
ing. 
An instant later, from a crowd 
of some 50 anti-Castro pick­ 
ets in front of the U.N., a 
woman brandishing a hunting 
knife sprang toward the build­ 
ing, bent on assassinating the 
Cuban minister, Ernesto Gue­ 
vara. She was subdued by po­ 
lice. 
Four hours after the bazooka 
shot, two men broke from the 
picket line and cut the rope on 
the Russian flagpole, sending 
the Soviet emblem falling to the 
ground. The two were arrested. 
The bazooka was found on a 
Queens pier, a paper Cuban flag 
pasted on it. The shell was 
lobbed about 850 yards before it 
fell into the water about 100 
yards from the Manhattan shore 
and the U.N. Building 
The blast sent up a 15-foot 
geyser witnessed by some U.N. 
observers in the building and by 
boatmen on the river. 
The General Assembly ses 
sion, which Guevara had been 
addressing at the time, went on 
undisturbed by the muffled roar 
outside. 
In Miami, a 
Cuban exile 
source who declined use of his 
name said the bazooka firing 
was the work of an anti-Castro 
group 
called 
“the 
Black 
Front.” He said he was a mem­ 
ber of the group, that the shot 
was directed at Guevara and 
was “a Christmas present to 
the enslaved Cuban people.” 
Police and U.N. guards had 
begun searching the midtown 
world organization headquar­ 
ters before dawn after a 6:45 
a.m. FBI tip of some planned 
“bomb activity.” 
It was the second time an ex­ 
plosive device had been di­ 
rected at the United Nations. 
On July 22, 1948, a light plane 
dropped a home-made bomb on 
U.N. headquarters, then at Lake 
Success, Long Island, but it 
exploded harmlessly about 100 
feet above the structure. The 
pilot, when arrested, termed 
the bombing a peace demon­ 
stration.

CHARLESTON — Mrs. Bern­ 
ard Brady, wife of the assistant 
music director in the Jefferson 
City high school, and daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. George Staples 
Jr, Charleston, had a harrow­ 
ing experience Thursday night 
near Jefferson City. 
She was driving to her home 
from Mt. Sterling about 6 p.m. 
Thursday, when a car occupied 
by a white man and a Negro 
came over a hill at around 70 
to 75 miles an hour, traveling 
on her side of the road. Mrs. 
Brady, who was accompanied 
by her four-year old son, saw 
what was happening and was 
able to veer to the left a few 
feet, but not enough to keep 
from getting hit by the speeding 
car. Both cars were badly dam­ 
aged, with Mrs. Brady suffer­ 
ing from shock. 
The two men were later iden­ 
tified as seven-times convicted 
criminals, who were employed 
at the home of Col. James D.

Many mem­ 
bers of Congress habitually 
spring to the defense of the Re­ 
serve.

MADRID (AP) — Argentine 
ex-President Juan Peron’s ill- 
toted move early this month to 
return home brought an ultima­ 
tum today from the Spanish 
government: give up politics or 
leave Spain within a month. 
The government also expelled 
all of Peron’s political collabo­ 
rators for helping engineer the 
abortive try to return to South 
America. 
Manuel Fraga, minister of 
information and tourism, said 
the ultimatum would be handed 
to Peron Sunday in a letter. He 
did not make its full contents 
public. 
It was understood that Peron 
would be expected to answer in 
writing immediately. 
Sources close to the former 
strongman expected he would 
abide by the ultimatum. Peron 
had been under pressure from 
his Argentine followers to re­ 
turn this year and some sources 
said Peron now could point out 
that he had tried and resume 
his comfortable life in exile. 
Peron, 69, flew to Rio de Ja- 
neiro on Dec. 2. But Brazilian 
authorities, who said they were 
acting at the request of Argen­ 
tina, ordered the airline to re­ 
turn Peron to Madrid. 
Sources in Madrid said the 
Spanish government was em­ 
barrassed by the flight. 
“ We do not want to act as 
Peron’s wardens any more,” 
said Fraga. 
Peron’s 
reaction was not 
available. He was at a hotel at 
Torremolinos 
in 
southern 
Spain, where he has been un­ 
der police guard since his re­ 
turn from Rio. 
He was granted residence in 
Spain in 1960 on the understand­ 
ing that he would not publicly 
involve himself in politics. 
Peron, who ruled Argentina 
from 
1946 
to 
1955, had 
promised 
his followers he 
would return before the end of 
this year. He has die-hard sup­ 
port in Argentina’s General 
Confederation of Labor. 
Some observers felt Peron 
"knew from the start his attempt 
to reach Argentina would toil 
and on his return he would re­ 
ceive an order like today’s.

Justice Dept. Sees Break In 
14-Year Legal Duel With Com­ 
munist Party . 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: — For 
14 y ears the Justice Dept.*s In­ 
ternal Security Division has 
dueled futilely with the Com­ 
munist Party U. S. A. in the 
federal courts. And for 14 y ears 
the U. S. government has failed 
to force the Party to obey the 
law and register as a Com­ 
munist action group dominated 
by the Soviet Union. 
Department attorney s, gray ing 
on the case, are determined 
to battle right through the space 
age. This is not motivated by a 
compulsion for either persecu­ 
tion or prosecution. The chal­ 
lenge is great, the prize great­ 
er. 
If the Communist Party is 
eventually ordered by the courts 
to 
sign registration 
certifi­ 
cates, 
it will have to reveal 
secrets kept since Leon Trot­ 
sky left his Bronx tailor shop 
to organize the triumphant Red 
Army . 
The question of just how much 
the Soviet Union has interfered 
and intervened in A m erica’s so­ 
cial and political life will be 
answered. 
The law say s that the Party 
must register 
its name, of­ 
ficers, and property . It must 
file a list of its m em bers. It 
must put on record the names 
and addresses of all the print­ 
ing plants it owns, all the pub­ 
lications it issues and controls. 
It must list its assets, its cash 
and the source of its funds. 
It must label as Communist 
literature the publications 
it 
controls and dominates. It must 
file the list of fronts and will 
not be able to camouflage its 
“ innocent” operations in the 
guise of decent sounding causes. 
Since it will have to file not 
only a list of its m em bers, 
but their addresses as well, the 
Party ’s 10,000 hard core peo­ 
ple will not be able to hide be­ 
hind aliases. 
It will be able to function. 
That right is not denied. But 
it will have to function in the 
open. Then the leaders of many 
causes will know ex actly who is 
offering 
them 
aid, 
money , 
literature, and dem onstrators 
— and whether those who have 
infiltrated legitim ate organiza­ 
tions are acting on their own 
inspiration or on orders from 
the special American Section 
of the Soviet Union’s Com­ 
munist 
Party Central 
Com­ 
m ittee. 
The U. S. 
government fight 
to force such registration be­ 
gan 14 y ears ago — but after 
well over a decade of frustra­ 
tion it now appears to have a 
chance to win. 
Weirdly enough, this chance 


springs from the Supreme So­ 
viet itself, which has just buried 
N. S. Khrushchev politically . 
That interm ent, which leaves 
the form er chairman officially 
neither red nor dead, may pro­ 
vide just what the U. S. Justice 
Dept, needs. 
But before spelling out what 
is needed, it is vital to go back 
over the case of the U. S. vs. 
the Communist Party , U. S. A. 
On June 5, 1961, after 10 and 
a half y ears of legal battling, 
the government was supported 
by the Supreme Court. The 
Internal Security Act of 1950 
was 
declared constitutional. 
The Communist Party 
there­ 
fore had to register with 
the 
Attorney General as 
a Com­ 
munist action organization. The 
Party refused. 
A federal court here indicted 
it on 12 counts. It was con­ 
victed December 17, 1962. It 
was ordered to pay a fine of 
$ 120,000. The Party refused. 
It appealed to the Court of 
Appeals here. On Dec. 17, 1963 
this court upheld the Com­ 
munist Party . It ruled that the 
Party , 
through 
its leaders, 
could not be forced to register 
because such action would in­ 
crim inate the officials. Neither 
could the government, under 
this ruling, 
force the Party 
mem bership to register them­ 
selves, and neither could any 
memlier be forced to act as an 
agent of the Party and register 
it. 
Furtherm ore, said the Court 
of Appeals, it was up to the 
government to find a volunteer 
amongst the Communist P arty ’s 
leaders or m em bership who 
would be willing to reg ister the 
Party ii the Justice Dept, was 
still interested. The Supreme 
Court refused to review the 
case. 
Thus the government was put 
in the strange position of seek­ 
ing a Communist Party leader 
or member to help ex pose his 
own organization. 
It was all 
very futile until N, S. Khrush­ 
chev was toppled. 
Many of Khrushchev’s sup­ 
porters inside the Communist 
Party U. S. A. are bitter, an­ 
gry , and believe them selves 
betray ed. Some are amongst the 
P arty ’s top leadership. 
The 
Justice Dept, hopes that one 
of Khrushchev’s supporters will 
walk into the attorney general’s 
office to offer to reg ister the 
Party , as is his right under 
the law. 
If there is no such break, the 
Internal Security Division will 
go back Into a federal court and 
sta rt the case all over again. 
It believes it is entitled to at 
least as 
much 
consideration 
under the law as the Commu­ 
nist Party .

You can get a lot of opin­ 
ions — pro and con — on a 
fish’s ability to outfox the ang­ 
le r. And there’s considerable 
evidence to support both views. 
Generally, however, it’s con­ 
ceded by experts that a bass, 
despite its pea.sized brain, has 
the discrimination to deliber­ 
ately shun a fisherman’s artifi- 
cial offerings.

boards, proof of “ educated” 
fish is readily available. 
Take waters subject to heavy 
fishing pressures, for instance. 
These 
contain 
the sm artest

reveals a healthy population 
with a surprising number of 
lunkers. 
The fish are there; they simp­ 
ly smarten up to ordinary lures 
and methods.

The 1 arge kitchen window of the 
comfortable farmhouse gives a 
view of most of the Stutts farm. 
F rom this window Valeta Stutts 
can see her husband Alva as he 
works in the field. 
Alva and Valeta Stutts and 
family, Debra, 10, and Mark, 8, 
who live near D e x te r , have been 
selected as a District Balanced 
Farming award family for 1964. 
Stutts started farming in 1948 
when he graduated from high 
school. He I »ought 60 acres of 
land when lie was 18 years old, 
and when he was 20 he and 
Valeta got m arried. They took 
part in the Balanced Farming 
program in 1955. 
After two years away in the 
service and four years as a 
flight instructor Stutts decided 
to return to the farm . That was 
in 1961. The same year they 
rejoined the Balanced Farming 
program. 
Now they farm 265 acres, of 
which they own 143. 
There have b e e n changes in the 
larming operation during the 
last few years. 
A cow and calf herd has l>een 
sold, and crops are now the 
- 
main source of income from the 
farm. Stutts has fed steers, but 
decided not to this year, be­ 
cause of prices. He hopes to 
again. He can handle about 60 
head. 
A new barn has been built, 
using clear span construction. 
It can serve as a place for 
steers to feed and lounge, and 
also for ha\ storage or 
mil - 
chinen storage or both. “ It’s 
a 
combination 
of 
several 
plans,” explains Stutts, “ adapt­ 
ed to fit our needs.” 
Grain drying and storage fa­ 
cilities have l>een added; 1320 
feet of diversion channel con­ 
structed; 
260 feet of ditches 
dug; 90 acres of land leveled 
to grade; irrigation adapted; 
and the cropping plan revised. 
This year Stutts put in 147 
acres of corn, which averaged 
over 120 bushels per acre. He 
had 47 acres of wheat, averag­ 
ing about 56 bushels per acre 
followed by soybeans on the 
wheat ground, that averaged 
about 27 bushels per acre. His 
yield on soybeans planted on 


non-wheat ground was around 
37 bushels per acre. 
He had 12 acres of cotton, 
producing over two bales per 
acre. Stutts has just finished 
his irrigation system, so can’t 
compare 
yields 
with 
other 
years. However, on ground that 
was irrigated with the partially 
completed system in 1963, he 
estim ates that it meant a 10 
to 15 bushel increase per acre 
from irrigation. It might have 
made more of a difference than 
that this year. 
Stutts follows a fertility main­ 
tenance program , fertilizing for 
150 bushels of corn per acre, 
and 60 bushels of wheat. He 
plans to put back all the nu­ 
trients removed by the crops 
each year. 
“ Balanced farming has helped 
us keep up on new things, new 
developments,” said Stutts. “ It 
has helped us to plan for our 
farm .” 
Stutts, an able mechanic, keeps 
his machinery in top shape, and 
always finds time to work on his 
airplane, which he has had for 
several years. 
He is a trustee of their church, 
and Mrs. Stutts, a form er coun­ 
ty 4-H president, sings in the 
choir. 
They plan to build an addition 
to their house. On the crop 
side, plan to grow more corn.

Timely Tips

Most Homemakers at this sea­ 
son of the year probably will be 
doing more cooking than usual. 
Let me remind you that good 
food does not happen by godd 
luck. 
Cooking is' an Art and 
a Science. 
Godd recipes are 
really chemical formulas and 
If followed, should give uni­ 
formly good products. 
M odern equipm ent, controlled 
tem p eratu res, and standard re ­ 
cipes 
that 
are 
available to 
hom em akers 
today elim inates 
the guess work and good luck 
that at one tim e played a part 
in cooking. 
Luck is a very rare factor 
considered by today’s cooks. 
Many good recipes can be 
found by hom em akers today. 
Of course, all recipes are not 
good. 
How can a good recipe 
be analyzed? Some points that 
one might look for in a good 
recipe: 
SPECIFIC INGREDIENTS 
A good cake recipe will specify 
the kind of flour; cake or all­ 
purpose. 
If a cake recipe calls for cake 
flour and you use plain flour; 
don’t be surprised if it rises 
in peaks, has a crack across 
the top, and is dry and has a 
“ bready” texture instead of 
being moist and tender. Don’t 
blame this on luck. 
There Is 
a real difference in the com­ 
position of cake and 
all-pur­ 
pose flour and they can not be 
substituted for each other for 
equally good results. 
If commercial cake flour is 
not available, cake flour can be 
made by using one cup of all 
purpose flour less two table­ 
spoons and then replace the 
two tablespoons of flour with 2 
tablespoons of corn starch. 
A good cake recipe also gives

Evans Family, of Oran, 
Win Farming Award 


The Elvert Evans family own 
and operate 214 acres of sandy 
loam land near Oran, in western 
Scott County. 
Mr. and Mrs. Evans, with their 
daughters Rebecca (Becky) and 
Sandra 
(Sandy), 
and 
son 
Richard, a junior at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri, have been se­ 
lected as a 1964 district Bal­ 
anced Farming award family. 
The Evans operate a grain - 
cotton farm. Two-hundred and 
five of the 214 acres are in 
cultivation; of these, 182 acres 
have been leveled for flood ir­ 
rigation. Evans 
plans to level 
the remaining 23 acres this 
coming year. 
The family's farm operation 
has l>een planned to provide ex­ 
cellent family living. 
They take many family trips 
in their school bus fixed up for 
camping. 


T heir new farm home, built in 
1960, em phasizes fam ilyliving. 
All of them worked on it, doing 
a larg e part of the work them ­ 
selv es. 
Cotton produces the largest 
source of income from the farm . 
T his year, Evans put in 55 acres 
of cotton, averaging a bale and 
a half per acre; 61 a c re s of 
co rn , averaging about 107 bush­ 
e ls , 
lower than the previous 
120 average; and 40 a c res of 
w heat, averaging 40 bushels. 
He finished his irrig atio n sy s­ 
tem in 1962. 
“ In a dry year, like this one, 
it m eans at least 75 to 100 
b u sh els more corn per a c re ,” 
said Evans. 
He has 9,000 bushels of grain 
sto rag e, has been drying grain 
since 1957. 
He estim ates a 
saving of 5 to 10 percent of 
corn crop by picking at higher 


m oisture and drying. 
E vans takes part in the U niver­ 
sity of M issouri m ail-in e le c ­ 
tro n ic 
record 
analysis p ro ­ 
gram . He has l>een using this 
since 1960. 
As a 
resu lt of the reco rd 
keeping program , which shows 
which p arts of the farm o p era­ 
tion a re paying and which are 
not, Evans made some changes 
in his farm business. 
“ I got out of the hog business. 
Mv 
record 
keeping 
system 
couldn’t justify staying in,” he 
explained. 
“ M r. E \an s has an excellent 
fertility program , said R ichard 
M cIntosh, 
Scott County B al­ 
anced Farm ing agent. 
Evans uses a pre-em ergence 
sp ray for weed control in co t­ 
ton, 
which he believes helps 
contribute to his yields. 
He can vouch for the value of 
a good fertility program . 
“ B efore starting on a definite 
fertility program , yields w ere 
running about 
10-15 bushels 


for soybeans, 20-25 for corn, 
three-fourths of a bale per 
a c re for cotton.” * 
Now he fertilizes according to 
soil test, shooting for 150bush­ 
e ls per acre of corn, and two 
bales cotton. 
“ I hope to work livestock back 
into the program ,” Evans says 
in talking about his plans for the 
future. His m achinery is ade­ 
quate for his operation, and he 
does a considerable amount of 
custom work, but hopes to cut 
down on it in the future to devote 
m ore time to his own farm ing 
operation. He h ire s one man 
full tim e. 
The Evans fam ilv moved to the 
Oran community in 1953, and 
have become a part of it. Both 
M r. and M rs. Evans are church 
w orkers. Evans is a m em ber of

indicate approval for all 
applications...and they do not 
indicate variations in quality 
of different cords. 
Lamp curds should only be

tor lam ps and rad io s. 
Special 
asbestos lined cords 
should 
always be used when 
replacing 
h e a t i n g appliance 
co rd s...su ch as those found on

F or best re su lts, stand your 
tree in w ater following the above 
treatm ent. Even if you don’t

test is essential to determine 
the value of seed and help you 
sell it if it proves good. 
In order to get a test made 
you may want to utilize a com­ 
m ercial seed testing laboratory “ 
or utilize laboratories which 
make free te sts for farm ers.

Field 
Crops 
Laboratory 
at 
Columbia or the State Depart­ 
ment of A griculture at Jeffer­ 
son City. 


In any case it is important 
to get your sample in these 
laboratories early to insure 
getting results back in time 
for use. The laboratories at 
both Jefferson City and Colum­ 
bia will take corn, cotton, soy­ 
beans, sorghum and rice in 
December, January or Febru­ 
ary. 
You will need to send in one 
quart of larger sized seeds like 
com , cotton, sorghum and soy­ 
beans, but one pint of grass or 
legume seeds will be sufficient.

Hunt For 
Bazooka

NEW YORK (AP) — Police 
pushed a massive hunt among 
the city's many Cuban exile 
groups today in hopes of turn­ 
ing up the persons responsible 
for firing a bazooka shell at the 
United Nations Building. 
The shot fell short of its mark 
and exploded harm lessly in the 
East River Friday. 
The FBI assigned a sizable 
force to the case. The Central 
Intelligence Agency and the in­ 
telligence 
services 
of 
the 
Army, Navy and Air Force also 
reportedly were in on the hunt. 
Police Commissioner Michael 
J . Murphy assured Mayor Rob­ 
ert F. Wagner of an “ intense 
police department investigation 
to seek out and apprehend the 
perpetrators." the mayor re­ 
layed the promise to Adlai Ste­ 
venson, UJS. ambassador at the 
U.N. 
The bazooka firing, which 
may have been the work of 
anti-Castroites, came as a Cu­ 
ban minister was addressing 
delegates inside the U.N.Build­ 
ing. 
An instant later, from a crowd 
of some 50 anti-Castro pick­ 
ets 
in 
front 
of the U.N., a 
woman brandishing a hunting 
knife sprang toward the build­ 
ing, bent on assassinating the 
Cuban m inister, Ernesto Gue­ 
vara. She was subdued by po­ 
lice. 
Four hours after the bazooka 
shot, two men broke from the 
picket line and cut the rope on 
the Russian flagpole, sending 
the Soviet emblem falling to the 
ground. The two w erearrested. 
The bazooka was found on a 
Queens pier, a paper Cuban flag 
pasted on it. The shell was 
lobbed about 850 yards before it 
fell into the water about 100 
yards from the Manhattan shore 
and the U.N. Building. 
The blast sent up a 15-foot 
geyser witnessed by some U.N. 
observers in the buildingandby 
boatmen on the river. 
The General Assembly ses­ 
sion, which Guevara had been 
addressing at the time, went on 
undisturbed by the muffled roar 
outside. 
In 
Miami, 
a 
Cuban exile 
source who declined u e of his 
name said the bazooka firing 
was the work of an anti-Castro 
group 
called 
“ the 
Black 
Front.” He said he was a mem­ 
ber of the group, that the shot 
was directed at Guevara and 
was “ a Christmas present to 
the enslaved Cuban people." 
Police and U.N. guards had 
begun searching the midtown 
world 
organization headquar­ 
ters before dawn after a 6:45 
a.m. FBI tip of some planned 
“ bomb activity." 
It was the second time an ex­ 
plosive 
device 
had 
been di­ 
rected at the United Nations. 
On July 22, 1948, a light plane 
dropped a home-made bomb on 
U.N. headquarters, then at Lake 
Success, Long Island, but it 
exploded harmlessly about 100 
feet above the structure. The 
pilot, when arrested, termed 
the bombing a peace demon­ 
stration.

CHARLESTON — Mrs. Bern­ 
ard Brady, wife of the assistant 
music director in the Jefferson 
City high school, and daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. George Staples 
Jr, Charleston, had a harrow­ 
ing experience Thursday night 
near Jefferson City. 
She was driving to her home 
from Mt. Sterling about 6 p.m. 
Thursday, when a car occupied 
by a white man and a Negro 
came over a hill at around 70 
to 75 miles an hour, traveling 
on her side of the road. Mrs. 
Brady, who was accompanied 
by her four-year old son, saw 
what was happening and was 
able to veer to the left a few 
feet, but not enough to keep 
from getting hit by the speeding 
car. Both cars were badly dam­ 
aged, with Mrs. Brady suffer­ 
ing from shock. 
The two men were later iden­ 
tified as seven-times convicted 
criminals, who were employed 
at the home of Col. James D. 
C arter, head of the State De­ 
partment of Corrections, Jef­ 
ferson City. The Colonel and 
his wife were in Kansas City 
at the time and the two men 
stole the car from the home 
in an attempt to make a get­ 
away.

McNamara Plan for Reserve 
Draws Nationwide Protest 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara announces today his 
plan to carve up the Army Re­ 
serve 
and 
put 
the leftover 
pieces in the National Guard. 
But even before the Pentagon 
boss* scheduled late morning 
news conference, protests were 
heard. For although the purpose 
of McNamara's session with the 
press 
was not disclosed offi­ 
cially, there was no doubt the 
result would be the effective 
end 
of 
the 300,000 - man 
Organized Army Reserve. 
Those units which haven't 
passed McNamara's muster for 
efficiency, readiness and effec­ 
tiveness would disappear from 
the rolls. About half the Army 
reservists would be shifted to 
the National Guard, expanding 
its strength from 400,000 to 
about 550,000 and making it the 
sole ready backup for the regu­ 
lar Army's 16 divisions. 
The other 150,000 reservists 
would be put in a general mili­ 
tary manpower pool of available 
reservists who could be called 
up, individually and in an emer­ 
gency, to bring units up to full 
strength. 
This second and more drastic1 
streamlining of the Reserve in 
two years is a sore spot with the 
Reserve Officers Association 


(ROA). The association wired 
President Johnson Friday to 
urge a full investigation and 
public hearings on the proposal. 
The plan has implications which 
“ threaten real national dan­ 
ger," the ROA said. 
In Little Rock, Ark., Maj. 
Gen. Maupin Cummings, com­ 
mander of the 8,000-man 39th 
National Guard Division, said: 
“ We've been reorganized so of­ 
ten in the last few years that it 
has hurt morale, hurt recruit­ 
ing. Our personnel don't know 
what to think." 
Capitol Hill isn't apt to take 
the action lightly, either.A roar 
of protest greeted the cutdown 
of two years ago. Many mem­ 
bers 
of Congress habitually 
spring to the defense of the Re­ 
serve. And about 82 of them 
hold Reserve 
commissions, 
several as major generals and 
brigadier generals. 
Informants on Capitol Hill 
said Friday McNamara would 
rule that key members of the 
executive, legislative and judi­ 
cial arm s of government who 
are in the Ready Reserve must 
be transferred to the Standby 
Reserve. 
At the same time, congres­ 
sional sources reported McNa­ 
mara would limit the power of 
the service secretaries to issue 


travel orders and would place 
more of that power under his 
office. This could mean that the 
Army, Navy and Air Force sec- 
retaiies no longer would be able 
to act on their own and invite 
congressmen on inspection or 
other trips. 
The National Guard, which 
went through the McNamara 
wringer under a previous pro­ 
gram, doesn't escape entirely 
under his new project. The ex­ 
pectation was that an order dis­ 
banding a total of 21 low-priori- 
ty divisions would include 15 
Guard divisions with present 
low priority, in addition to six 
Reserve divisions. 
From these 21 divisions would 
emerge 
brigades, reinforced 
and re-equipped. They would 
become part of the over-all ex­ 
panded National Guard organi­ 
zation of eight high-priority di­ 
visions, with not less than 80 
per cent of wartime manpower 
strength and 100 per cent of 
weapons and equipment.

Peron 
had been under p ressu re from 
his Argentine followers to re­ 
turn this year and some sources 
said Peron now could point out 
that he had tried and resum e 
his comfortable life in exile. 
Peron, 69, flew to Rio de Ja­ 
neiro on Dec. 2. But Brazilian 
authorities, who said they were 
acting at the request of Argen­ 
tina, ordered the airline to re­ 
turn Peron to Madrid.

When contacted, the owner was 
found to have many ideas for 
expansion but simply did not 
have the necessary finances to 
promote his ideas and build a 
proper building to carry out 
his plans. 
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The director

The labor 
leaders in those states must 
convince the members that 
they are serving their inter­ 
ests. Other places, one joins 
the union or one does not get 
the job. 
This is the item on the 
.AFL-CIO legislative list for 
which the unionists will press 
the hardest; officially, it’s the 
No. 1 goal. 


Legislative List 
Other items on labor’s legis­ 
lative must list include: 
Bringing more workers un­ 
der the minimum wage law, 
and 
raising 
the 
minimum 
wage. (Unions want it set at 
$2 an hour.) 
At least double pay for 
overtime work, as a Federal 
requirement. 
Federalization of the state 
unemployment compensation 
systems. 
Federal control of private 
pension plans. (At least one 
major 
labor 
union 
figure 
wants these invested in such 
things as low cost housing.) 
And a bill to regulate em­ 
ployment of migratory farm 
labor. 
Those who take their seats 
in Congress in January may 
expect to be reminded of 
their debt to the labor lead­ 
ers, and hear these sugges­ 
tions about how they may 
prove their worthiness of this 
support.

Justice Dept. Sees Break In 
14-Year Legal Duel With Com­ 
munist Party. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: — For 
14 years the Justice Dept.'s In­ 
ternal Security Division has 
dueled futilely with the Com­ 
munist Party U. S. A. in the 
federal courts. And for 14 years 
the U. S. government has failed 
to force the Party to obey the 
law and register as a Com­ 
munist action group dominated 
by the Soviet Union. 
Department attorneys, graying 
on the case, are determined 
to battle right through the space 
age. This is not motivated by a 
compulsion for either persecu­ 
tion or prosecution. The chal­ 
lenge is great, the prize great­ 
er. 
If the Communist Party is 
eventually ordered by the courts 
to 
sign registration 
certifi­ 
cates, 
it will have to reveal 
secrets kept since Leon Trot­ 
sky left his Bronx tailor shop 
to organize the triumphant Red 
Army. 
The question of just how' much 
the Soviet Union has interfered 
and intervened in America’s so­ 
cial and political life will be 
answered. 
The law says that the Party 
must register 
its name, of­ 
ficers, and property. It must 
file a list of its members. It 
must put on record the names 
and addresses of all the print­ 
ing plants it owns, all the pub­ 
lications it issues and controls. 
It must list its assets, its cash 
and the source of its funds. 
It must label as Communist 
literature the publications 
it 
controls and dominates. It must 
file the list of fronts and will 
not be able to camouflage its 
“ innocent” operations in the 
guise of decent sounding causes. 
Since it will have to file not 
only a list of its members, 
but their addresses as well, the 
Party’s 10,000 hard core peo­ 
ple will not be able to hide be­ 
hind aliases. 
It will be able to function. 
That right is not denied. But 
it will have to function in the 
open. Then the leaders of many 
causes will know exactly who is 
offering 
them 
aid, 
money, 
literature, and demonstrators 
— and whether those who have 
infiltrated legitimate organiza­ 
tions are acting on their own 
inspiration or on orders from 
the special American Section 
of the Soviet Union’s Com­ 
munist 
Party Central 
Com­ 
mittee. 
The U, S. 
government fight 
to force such registration be­ 
gan 14 years ago — but after 
well over a decade of frustra­ 
tion it now appears to have a 
chance to win. 
Weirdly enough, this chance 


springs from the Supreme So­ 
viet itself, which has just buried 
N, S. Khrushchev politically. 
That interment, which leaves 
the former chairman officially 
neither red nor dead, may pro­ 
vide just what the U. S. Justice 
Dept, needs. 
But before spelling out what 
is needed, it is vital to go back 
over the case of the U. S. vs. 
the Communist Party, U. S. A. 
On June 5, 1961, after 10 and 
a half years of legal battling, 
the government wras supported 
by the Supreme Court. The 
Internal Security Act of 1950 
was 
declared constitutional. 
The Communist Party 
there­ 
fore had to register with 
the 
Attorney General as 
a Com­ 
munist action organization. The 
Party refused. 
A federal court here indicted 
it on 12 counts. It was con­ 
victed December 17, 1962. It 
was ordered to pay a fine of 
$120,000. The Party refused. 
It appealed to the Court of 
Appeals here. On Doc. 17, 1963 
this court upheld the Com­ 
munist Party. It ruled that the 
Party, 
through 
its leaders, 
could not be forced to register 
because such action would in­ 
criminate the officials. Neither 
could the government, under 
this ruling, 
force the Party 
membership to register them­ 
selves, and neither could any 
member be forced to act as an 
agent of the Party and register 
it. 
Furthermore, said the Court 


government t(T find a volunteer 
amongst the Communist Party’s 
leaders or membership who 
would lie willing to register the 
Party if the Justice Dept, was 
still interested. The Supreme 
Court refused to review the 
case. 
Thus the government was put 
in the strange position of seek­ 
ing a Communist Party leader 
or memlier to help expose his 
own organization. It was all 
very futile until N. S. Khrush­ 
chev was toppled. 
Many of Khrushchev’s sup­ 
porters inside the Communist 
Party U. S. A. are bitter, an­ 
gry, and believe themselves 
betrayed. Some are amongst the 
Party’s top leadership. 
The 
Justice Dept, hojx\s that one 
of Khrushchev’s supporters will 
walk into the attorney general's 
office to offer to register the 
Party, as is his right under 
the law. 
If there is no such break, the 
Internal Security Division will 
go back into a federal court and 
start the case all over again. 
It believes it is entitled to at 
least as 
much 
consideration 
under the law as the Commu­ 
nist Party.

M issouri could obtain about 
three million dollars m ore for highway build­ 
in g. 
This state has turned away from the billboard 
Tegulations proposed by the Bureau of Public 
Roads. There have been several turndowns in 
Jefferson City. Since the majority of the Legis­ 
lators of 1965 will be carry-overs from the 
Legislation of 1963, protectors of the new 
highways are likely to have a hard time. The 
Missouri Highway Department has a soft answer 
in which the theory of billboard regulation is 
accepted but it is argued that Missouri can do 
it better than the nationwide regulations do. 
In the face of this attitude in Jefferson City, 
and in spite of the years of rebuff for the Mis­ 
souri advocates of the national program along 
interstate routes, it seem s to us the principal 
difficulty is something else. It is a form of 
oyer - confidence in which those who have 
seen billboards at their w orst along the Atlantic 
Coast assume that everyone will want to keep 
Such distressing sights out of Missouri. This at­ 
titude is reinforced when lists of states taking 
-1=part in the Federal program are published and 
practically every state in the Northeast is on 
the list. 
It is easy to assume that some garden clubs 
and civic organizations will make such a strong 
case against billboards in Missouri that most 
of us can sit on our hands. So the Legislature 
Ottfetd*! the . "billboard .lobbyists go into action, 
and Missouri stands aside again. 
Gnly unified and forceful action by all citizens 
who prefer the uncluttered 
new 
stretches of 
interstate highway will change it this winter.

Justice Dept. Sees B reak In 
14-Year Legal Duel With Com­ 
munist Party. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.: — For 
14 years the Justice Dept.’s In­ 
ternal Security 
Division has 
dueled futilely with the Com­ 
munist Party U. S. A. in the 
federal courts. And for 14 years 
the U. S. government has failed 
to force the Party to obey the 
law and reg iste r as a Com­ 
munist action group dominated 
by the Soviet Union. 
Department attorneys, graying 
on 
the case, a re determ ined 
to battle right through the space 
age. This is not motivated by a 
compulsion for eith er p ersecu ­ 
tion or prosecution. The chal­ 
lenge is great, the prize great­ 
er. 
If the 
Communist 
P arty is 
eventually o rd ered by the courts 
to 
sign registration 
certifi­ 
cates, 
it will have to reveal 
se c re ts kept since Leon Trot­ 
sky left his Bronx tailo r shop 
to organize the trium phant Red 
Army. 
The question of just how much 
the Soviet Union has interfered 
and intervened in A m erica’s so­ 
cial and political life will be 
answered. 
The law says that the Party 
must reg iste r 
its name, of­ 
ficers, and property. It must 
file a list of its m em b ers. It 
must put on record the names 
and add resses of all the print­ 
ing plants it owns, all the pub­ 
lications it issues and controls. 
It must list its assets, its cash 
and the source of its funds. 
It must label as Communist 
literature the publications 
it 
controls and dom inates. It must 
file the list of fronts and will 
not be able to camouflage its 
"innocent” 
operations in the 
guise of decent sounding causes. 
Since it will have to file not 
only a 
list of its memlx>rs, 
but their ad d resses as well, the 
P arty’s 10,000 hard core peo­ 
ple will not bo able to hide be­ 
hind aliases. 
It will be able to function. 
That right is not denied. But 
it will have to function in the 
open. Then the lead e rs of many 
causes w ill know' exactly who is 
offering 
them 
aid, 
money, 
literature, and dem onstrators 
— and whether those who have 
infiltrated legitim ate organiza­ 
tions are acting on th eir own 
inspiration o r on o rd e r s from 
the special American Section 
of the Soviet 
Union’s 
Com­ 
munist 
Party C entral 
Com­ 
mittee. 
The U. S. 
governm ent light 
to force such reg istratio n be­ 
gan 14 years ago — but alter 
well over a decade- of frustra­ 
tion it now appears to have a 
chance to win. 
Weirdly enough, this chance 


springs from the Suprem e So­ 
viet itself, which has just buried 
N. 
S. Khrushchev politically. 
That interm ent, which leaves 
the form er chairm an officially 
neither red nor dead, may pro­ 
vide just what the U. S. Justice 
Dept, needs. 
But before spelling out what 
is needed, it is vital to go back 
over the case of the U. S. vs. 
the Communist P arty, U. S. A. 
On June 5, 1961, after IO and 
a half years of legal battling, 
the government was supported 
by the Suprem e 
Court. 
The 
Internal Security 
Vet of 1950 
was 
declared constitutional. 
The Communist Party 
there­ 
fore had to re g is te r with 
the 
Attorney G eneral as 
a Com­ 
munist action organization. The 
Party refused. 
A federal court here indicted 
it on 12 counts. It was con­ 
victed Decem ber 17, 1962. It 
was ordered to pay a fine of 
$120,000. The P arty refused. 
It appealed to the Court of 
Appeals here. On Doc. 17, 1963 
this 
court 
upheld the 
Com­ 
munist Party. It ruled that the 
Party, 
through 
its leaders, 
could not be forced to reg ister 
because such action would in­ 
crim inate the officials. Neither 
could the 
governm ent, under 
this ruling, 
force the Party 
m em bership to re g iste r them ­ 
selves, and neither could any 
memlier be forced to act as an 
agent of the P arty and reg ister 
it. 
Furtherm ore, said the Court 
of Appeals, ii was up to the 
government to find a volunteer 
amongst the Comm unist P a rty ’s 
leaders o r 
m em b ersh ip who 
would Ix? willing to re g iste r the 
Party it the Ju stice Dept, was 
still interested. The Supreme 
Court 
refused to review the 
case. 
Thus the governm ent was put 
in the strange position of seek ­ 
ing a Communist P arty leader 
o r inemtx'r to help expose his 
own organization. 
It was .ill 
very futile until N, S. Khrush­ 
chev was toppled. 
Many of K hrushchev’s sup­ 
p orters inside the Communist 
Party U. S. A. are bitter, an­ 
gry, 
and 
I x» I ie vc 
them selves 
betrayed. Some a re amongst the 
Party’s top leadership. 
The 
Justice 
Dept. hojH'S that one 
of Khrushchev’s su p p o rte rs will 
walk into the attorney general’s 
office to offer to re g is te r the 
Party, as is his right under 
the law. 
Ii there is no such break, the 
Internal Security Division will 
go back into a federal court and 
start the case all over again. 
It Udieves it is entitled to at 
least as 
much 
consideration 
under the law as the Commu­ 
nist Party.

Evans Family, of Oran, 
Win Farming Award 


The Elvert Evans family own 
and operate 214 acres of sandy 
loam land near Oran, in western 
Scott County. 
Mr. and Mrs. Evans, with their 
daughters Rebecca (Becky) and 
Sandra 
(Sandy), 
and 
son 
Richard, a junior at the Univer­ 
sity of M issouri, have l>een se ­ 
lected as a 19C4 district Bal­ 
anced Farming award family. 
The Evans operate a grain- 
cotton farm. Two-hundred and 
five of the 214 acres are in 
cultivation; of these, 182 acres 
have l>een leveled for flood i r ­ 
rigation. Evans 
plans to level 
the remaining 23 acres this 
coming year. 
The fam ily's farm operation 
has l>een planned to provide ex­ 
cellent family living. 
They take many family trips 
in their school bus fixed up for 
camping. 


Their new farm home, built in 
1960, emphasizes family living. 
All of them worked on it, doing 
a large part of the work them- 
sel ves. 
Cotton produces the largest 
source of income from the farm 
This year, Evans put in 59 acres 
of cotton, averaging a bale and 
a half per acre; 61 acres of 
corn, averaging al>out 107 bush­ 
els, lower than the previous 
120 average; and 40 acres of 
wheat, averaging 40 bushels. 
He finished his irrigation sys­ 
tem in 1962. 
“ In a dry year, like this one, 
it means at least 76 to 100 
bushels more corn per acre,” 
said Evans. 
He has 9,000 bushels of grain 
storage, has lreen drying grain 
since 1957. 
He estim ates a 
saving of 5 to 10 percent of 
corn crop by picking at higher 


moisture and drying. 
Evans takes part in the Univer­

gram. He has been using this 
since I960. 
As a result of the record 
keeping program, which shows 
which parts of the farm opera­ 
tion are paying and which are 
not, Evans made some changes 
in his farm business.

“ Mr. Evans lias an excellent 
fertility program, said Richard 
McIntosh,

anced Farming agent. 
Evans uses a pre-em ergence 
spray for weed control in cot­ 
ton, which he I relieves helps 
contribute to his yields. 
He can vouch for the value of 
a good fertility program.

signifies th e 
cords have passed minimum 
safety standards for the use 
they were designed. They do 
not 
indicate approval for all 
applications...and they do not 
indicate variations in quality 
of different cords. 
Lamp cords should only be 
used tor lamps and radios. 
Special 
aslx'Stos lined cords 
should always be used when 
replacing h e a t i n g appliance 
cords...such as those found on 


oil or hydrogenated fat. Butter 
and m argarine has some salt 
and are 87% fat and 13% water. 
Lard and oil or hydrogenated 
fats are 100% fat and have no 
salt. 
If you use one cup of butter 
or m argarine when the- recipe 
calls for a cup of another kind 
of fat you actually have 7/8 
cups of fat and 1/8 cup of extra 
water. 
If its a dough recipe, 
it will probably be so soft and 
sticky you cannot handle it.

MAKE YOUR CHRISTMAS 
SAFE 
The first step to take for a 
peaceful and iovful Christmas 
is to plan a realistic tim e-and- 
task schedule that you can rea­ 
sonably expect to follow. This 
may help you avoid a last min­ 
ute rush and avoid accidents. 
Take time to see that your 
lighting decorations are safe. 
Christm as trees burn easily 
when they dry out. Guard against 
tire by spraying your tree with 
a flam e-resistant solution or 
buy a sprayed tree. The United 
States Forest Products Latxjr- 
atory advises spraying your 
tree with a solution of nine 
parts water glass (available at 
drug stores), one part water, 
and a teaspoon of household 
detergent. This will not change 
the color of needles, but gives 
them a shiny and translucent 
finish. 
For best results, stand your 
tree in water following the above 
treatm ent. Even if you don’t 


retarded by the manufacturers. 
Never light the tree with can­ 
dles. 
Use 
only 
tree lights 
marked with the UL (Under­ 
w riters’ Laboratories) seal of 
approval. 
Check 
last year’s 
lights l>efore use. Throw out 
twisted and frayed cords. Fill

The Elvert Evans family own 
and operate 214 a cres of sandy 
loam land near Oran, in western 
Scott County. 
Mr. and Mrs. Evans, with their 
daughters Rebecca (Reeky) and 
Sandra 
(Sandy), 
and 
son 
Richard, a junior at the U niver­ 
sity of Missouri, have been s e ­ 
lected as a 19C4 district Bal­ 
anced Farm ing award family. 
The Evans tolerate a grain- 
cotton farm. Two-hundred and 
five of the 214 a c re s are in 
cultivation; of these, 182 acres 
have been leveled for flood i r ­ 
rigation. Evans 
plans to level 
the 
remaining 23 a cres this 
coming year. 
The fam ily's farm operation 
has l>een planned to provide ex­ 
cellent family living. 
They take many family trips 
in their school bus fixed up for 
camping. 


Their new farm home, built in 
1960, em phasizes familyliving. 
All of them worked on it, (loin;

The first step to take for a 
peaceful and joyful C hristm as 
is to plan a realistic tim e-and- 
task schedule that you can rea­ 
sonably expect to follow. This 
may help you avoid a last min­ 
ute rush and avoid accidents. 
Tik*' time to see that your 
lighting decorations a re safe. 
C hristm as trees 
burn easily 
when they dry out. Guard against 
tire by spraying your tree with 
a flam e-resistant .solution or 
buy a sprayed tree. The United 
States F orest Products Labor­ 
atory advises spraying 
your 
tree with a solution of nine 
parts water glass (available at 
drug stores), one part water, 
and a teaspoon of household 
detergent. This will not change 
the color of needles, but gives 
them a shiny and translucent 
finish. 
For iie.st results, stand your 
tree in water following the above* 
treatm ent. Even if vou don’t 


> I ii ciy ii iv i i ’ ’Up 
it fresh longer by standing it in 
a pail of water o r moist sand. 
This precaution 
reduces both 
the hazards of fire and falling 
needles. 
After you put the lights and 
other decorations on your tree, 
check to see that you have no 
palier, Cotton, o r other flam­ 
mable material in contact with 
them. Paper and cotton decor­ 
ations should have been flame- 
retarded by the m anufacturers.

AGENT DISCUSSES PROS 
AND CONS OF NEXT TUES­ 
DAYS COTTON REFERENDUM 
Next Tuesday, December 15 
is the date for the Cotton Mark­ 
eting Quota Referendum during 
which cotton farm ers will de­ 
term ine the type of cotton pro­ 
gram 
they 
will have during 
1965. 
A domestic allotment pro­ 
gram for 1965-crop upland cot­ 
ton, providing additional price 
supjxirt in the form of pay­ 
ments, will depend on how grow­ 
ers vote in the referendum . In 
other years, the vote has ap­ 
plied to quotas and the level 
of price support. This year, the 
vote will also decide whether 
price 
support 
payments are 
available to grow ers who vol­ 
untarily reduce cotton acreage 
below their effective farm allot­ 
ments. A 
"y e s’* 
vote by at 
least two-thirds of the grow­ 
ers voting will put the complete 
cotton program into effect for 
1965. 
L et's 
com pare 
the 
program s that will be in ef­ 
fect next year if quotas are ap­ 
proved and if they a re not ap­ 
proved. 
If quotas a re approved, m ar­ 
keting quotas and acreage al­ 
lotments will be in effect. Ex­ 
cess cotton on a farm where 
the farm allotm ent is exceed­ 
ed will be subject to a quota 
penalty; Price support atalevel 
within the range of 65 to 90 
per cent of purity will be avail­ 
able to grow ers who do not ex­ 
ceed their effective farm al­ 
lotm ents. The effective allot­ 
ment is the farm allotment af­ 
te r any release or reapportion- 
ment. Price support payments 
in addition to basic cotton loans 
will be available to grow ers who 
voluntarily plant within their 
farm 's 
domestic 
allotm ent. 
This payment will be based 
on the normal yield of the cot­ 
ton acreage planted for harvest. 
It will help compensate farm ­ 
e rs for reducing production and 
sales by taking part in the 
program . 
If quotas are not approved, 
no marketing quotas and no- 
marketing quota penalties will 
apply to the 1965 upland cotton 
crop. The effective farm acre­ 
age allotm ents will continue in 
effect as a means of determ in­ 
ing eligibility for price support. 
Price support at 50 per cent of 
parity will be available to grow­ 
e rs who do not exceed their 
effective 
f a r m 
allotm ents. 
There will be no domestic al­ 
lotment program . 
Who is eligible to vote in 
the referendum? Farmers who 
were engaged in the production 
of upland cotton are eligible to 
vote. The following persons a re 
considered to be engaged in the 
production of cotton: (1) Each 
person who shared in the crop 
or proceeds of the crop ac­ 
tually produced on the farm 
in 1964; and (2) each person 
who was either the owner or 
the operator of a form for 
which a 1964 cotton allotment 
was 
established 
(including 
forms from which allotments 
were entirely released). A land­ 
lord of a standing-rent, cash- 
rent, or fixed-rent tennant is 
not eligible to vote. 
Whenever upland cotton sup­ 
plies exceed "normal" as de­ 
fined by law, the Secretory of 
Agriculture is directed to pro­ 
claim 
a 
national 
marketing 


quota for the next cotton crop. 
F arm ers then vote to approve 
or disapprove the quota pro­ 
gram . USDA officials estim ate 
supplies for 19G4-G5 at 41 per 
cent above norm al. 
The 1965 national m arket­ 
ing quota is 14,733,000 bales 
— (500 pounds gross weight) based 
on the national acreage allot­ 
ment of 16 million acres — the 
legal minimum, hi addition a 
national 
acreage 
reserve of 
200,000 acres is provided to 
keep any farm allotment from 
falling below its minimum. 
The national allotment is ap­ 
portioned among states a n d 
counties on the basis of the 
acreage planted to cotton dur­ 
ing the five-year base period 
1959-63 with adjustm ents as 
provided by law. 
If producers approve m arket­ 
ing quotas in the December 15 
referendum , 
special 
legisla­ 
tion authorizes additional price 
support in the form of pay­ 
ments for 1965 under a do­ 
m estic acreage allotment pro­ 
gram as a means of further 
reducing upland cotton produc­ 
tion. The national domestic al­ 
lotment for 1965 has been set 
at 10,425,000 acres.

Rising incomes, said Klingner, 
usually lead to increased pur­ 
chases of food and other goods 
and services. These purchases 
will help maintain present farm 
p rices and Income. 
“ Expenditures for food so far 
in 1964 are up five percent over 
a year ago,” Klingner noted. 
“ This strong domestic demand, 
coupled with government l>eef 
purchases, enabled farm ers to 
m arket a!>out 10 percent more 
beef and four percent more 
poultry this veur at prices only

Farm Bureau 
Drives to hold 
Vote Strength 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — The 
Am erican Farm Bureau Fed­ 
eration is starting a grass roots 
drive designed to prevent form ­ 
e rs from losing voting strength 
in state legislatures. 
Platform w riters at the big 
farm organization's annual con­ 
vention today called upon its 
m em bers and leaders to cam­ 
paign to set aside — through a 
constitutional amendment — a 
recent Supreme Court ruling 
which would reduce rural voting 
power in legislatures. 
The ruling held that repre­ 
sentation in 
state lawmaking 
bodies must be solely on the 
“ basis of population. In most*' 
states having bicam eral legis- 
• latures, 
mem bership 
in one 
body has been based on other 
factors, mostly on areas, and 
the other on population. 
The Farm Bureau leaders see 
in the court ruling a big shift of 
legislative seats away from ru­ 
ral areas to urban areas — a 
development which already has 
virtually 
destroyed 
the 
in­ 
fluence of form es in Congress. 
The form population has been 
declining 
sharply 
in 
many 
states. Because of tax m atters, 
rural zoning, highways, educa­ 
tion and other state and local 
problem s, Farm Bureau lead­ 
e rs consider it essential that 
form strength be maintained in 
legislatures.

FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS

Crop conditions this year make 
it doubly important that any seed 
saved for use in 1965 be tested 
for germination. All 
farm ers 
are encouraged to get germ ina­ 
tion tests made early. This will 
give you ample tim e to find good 
seed in case the seed you saved 
need to be replaced. 
High 
germinating seed is a 
necessary first step in any 
successful 
crop. 
Sometimes 
seed, which looks good, may 
fail to germ inate and cause a ~sndOther Respiratory Diseases 
failure or necessitate reseed- 
----- 
ing. If you plan on selling, a 
--------- 
----------—— ------- 
test is essential to determine 
the value of seed and help you 
sell it if it proves good. 
In order to get a test made 
you may want to utilize a com­ 
m ercial seed testing laboratory ■ 
o r utilize laboratories which 
make free tests for farm ers. 
These 
laboratories 
are the 
Field 
Crops 
Laboratory 
at 
Columbia or the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture at Jeffer­ 
son City. 


In any case it is important 
to get your sample in these 
laboratories early to insure 
getting results back in time 
for use. The laboratories at 
both Jefferson City and Colum­ 
bia will take corn, cotton, soy­ 
beans, sorghum and rice in 
December, January or Febru­ 
ary. 
You will need to send in one 
quart of larger sized seeds like 
corn, cotton, sorghum and soy­ 
beans, but one pint of grass or 
legume seeds will be sufficient. 
Use strong 
containers which 
will not break or tear in ship­ 
ment. 
Strive to get a good repre­ 
sentative sample, seed from the 
top of the bin or from only one 
or two sacks of a big lot may 
not be representative. Draw 
several samples and mix thor­

before 
taking

quantity for your sample. Be 
sure that you label the samples 
clearly as to name, address, 
kind of seed and identification 
number.

Som etim es 
seed, which looks good, may 
fail to germinate and cause a 
failure or necessitate reseed ­ 
ing. If you plan on selling, a 
test is essential to determ ine 
the value of seed and help you 
sell it if it proves good. 
In o rd e r to get a test made 
you may want to utilize a co m ­ 
m ercial seed testing laboratory “ 
o r 
utilize laboratories which 
make free tests for fa rm e rs . 
T hese 
laboratories 
a re the 
Field 
Crops 
L aboratory 
at 
Columbia or the State Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture at Je ffe r­ 
son City. 


In any case it Is im portant 
to 
get your sam ple in these 
lab orato ries early to 
insure 
getting results back in time 
for use. The lab o rato ries at 
both Jefferson City and C olum ­ 
bia will take corn, cotton, soy­

D ecem ber, January o r F e b ru ­ 
a ry . 
You will need to send in one 
qu art of la rg e r sized seed s like 
corn, cotton, sorghum and soy­ 
b eans, but one pint of g ra s s c r 
legum e seeds will be sufficient.

will not break o r te a r in sh ip ­ 
ment. 
Strive to get a good r e p r e ­
